Local scouts are commencing to feel 
the advantage of being part of the 
Pasadena District Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, for on Friday afternoon, 
November 17th, all the Scouts of 
Sierra Madre, Monrovia, Arcadia, and 
South Santa Anita will join troops 6, 
10, 16, 20, 21, 23 and 27 of Pasadena, 
on the regular monthly trip to Camp 
Huntington, the beautiful Boy Scout 
Camp in Rubio Canyon. These trips 
will be repeated each four weeks and 
each troop will hold its regular meet¬ 
ing at the camp. 

While at camp the boys will be in 
charge of Mr. William C. Vaughan, 
assistant Scout executive, of the dis¬ 
trict council* who will supervise inter¬ 
esting and worthwhile programs, in¬ 
cluding a camp fire program on Fri¬ 
day evening, and stereoptican lectures 
on “Scoutcraft"; and on Saturday 
there will be the regular camp duties, 
instruction and examinations in Scout 
tests, Scout games, etc., also special 
instruction in nature study and plant 
lift, to be given by Mr. A. G. Barr, 
Scoutmaster of Troop No. 23, Laman- 
da Park. While at camp the Scouts 
will do their own cooking under su¬ 
pervision, and each Scout and leader is 
requested to bring plenty of bedding. 
Mattresses will be furnished by the 
district council, and the Scouts will 
sleep in the big Rotary clubhouse. 

Camp Huntington is easily reached 
from this district, the best route be¬ 
ing to follow the Foothill Boulevard 
to Maiden I-ane, Altadena, tum north 
on Maiden Lane, and follow Auto Club 
signs into camp. There is a good road 
all the way and ample parking space. 
The camp is located less than a mile 
from Foothill Boulevard. 


About 300 members have enrolled 
in the Red Cross in Sierra Madre dur¬ 
ing the past week, according to re¬ 
ports from Mayor Mitchell, chairman 
of the local Roll Call campaign. This 
is a long way from the goal of 1,000 
members, but represents almost en¬ 
tirely the voluntary enrollments of 
people who have come to headquarters 
for the purpose.

Mr. F. G. Linscott was in Glendale 
early this week to investigate a re¬ 
quest to move the tea room that has 
come to be a Sierra Madre institution 
to that city. 

In an interview wi^h the News re¬ 
garding the prospective change, Mr. 
Linscott said that so many people of 
Sierra Madre had said to him that 
the Venturer Inn was just what the 
city needed, that he did not feel justi¬ 
fied in contemplating seriously any 
change without making clear to the 
town the conditions that exist, and 
giving it an opportunity to express 
itself on the matter. 

“Naturally,” Mr. Linscott continued, 
“our interests arc primarily in Sierra 
Madre where we live, and we have felt 
there are enough people here who ap¬ 
preciate the sort of service we have 
been giving to support such a ven¬ 
ture.” 

“Indeed we have every reason to be 
grateful for the number of Sierra 
Madre people who have patronized the 
Venture Inn, some ut quite infrequent 
intervals, anti the flattering remarks 
they have almost invariably matle. 

“But it is unfortunate that the 
steady patronage of the few and the 
infrequent patronage of the many 
have not been sufficient to put the 
Inn on a paying basis. During the 
summer months when business in¬ 
creased steadily month by month, we 
looked to the opening of school and 
returning from vacations as a time 
when we .would be established on a 
paying basis. But as this time came, 
bringing a decrease rather than an 
increase in business we felt that the 
people of Sierra Madre should know 
the circumstances. 

“The prices we charge for the ser¬ 
vice and food we are giving requin a 
greater volume of business than we 
have at the present time and we are 
faced with a situation where we must 
either increase this volume of busi¬ 
ness or move the Inn from Sierra 
Madre. 

"Had we not heard from so many 
Sierra Madre people such remarks as 
‘Just what the town has needed,’ ‘I 
do not know what we would do with¬ 
out you’ we would feel a little indeli¬ 
cate about allowing such statements 
to be published. 

"But we have been made to feel 
that there is a strong sentiment in 
favor of having such an institution 
here, and we feci sure that it is only 
necessary that people should know the 
exact conditions, to supply the support 
necessary to keep it here. Undoubt¬ 
edly also, there are many here who 
would be glad to take advantage of 
the Venture Inn if they but once over¬ 
came the inertia of taking a meal 
there. Between these two we still 
hope the Inn will have sufficient sup¬ 
port to continue. 

"Without this support, it must of 
necessity move to more profitable 
fields.”

“THE WORLD DO MOVE” 

All now agree that “the world do move.” The only dif¬ 
ference of opinion is as to the direction. One thing is cer¬ 
tain—the world moves closer together. 

Many factors have combined to eliminate time and dis¬ 
tance in human relations. No more striking illustration can 
be found than one most apt to be overlooked. Improvements 
in highways, motor transportation and car service have 
eliminated boundary lines between towns and cities. 

There will always be community centers, the location 
usually being determined by the junction or highways.

He 
can’t afford to overlook a single thing-—attractive store 
fronts, window displays, interior arrangement, newspaper 
and other advertising, efficient service and fair prices. 

“Trade at-Home” is the poorest business slogan ever in¬ 
vented if unsupported by sound reasons why the customer 
should trade at home. It is the best slogan if properly 
backed up by service which deserves the home trade. 

Always the local man has the big advantage over the 
distant merchant—the personal touch. He knows his peo¬ 
ple—his people know him. If he is known as a grouch, in¬ 
terested only in what he can get out of the community, 
selfish and unsympathetic toward public enterprises, he will 
not get much response to his appeals for home trading. On 
the other hand, if to the merit of being a good merchandiser, 
he adds the virtue of a sympathetic friend and public spirit¬ 
ed citizen, he will have nothing to fear in competition from 
anywhere.

The Central Pacific Railway lines 
are to be separated from the 
stock ownership and operating 
control of the Southern Pacific 
Company of Kentucky, in ac¬ 
cordance with the mandate of 
the Uriited States Supreme 
Court of May 29, 1922.

The Union Pacific has consistently 
stated that its primary interest 
is an independent Central Pa¬ 
cific for its connection at Ogden, 
free and untrammeled, so that it 
can co-operate with the Union 
Pacific in providing a high grade 
of transportation service and in 
aiding the development of this 
territory. Such co-operation will 
insure a transcontinental route 
eastward through Ogden which 
will provide active competition 
with all other transcontinental 
routes. 


The basis for rates into and out of 
California will remain un¬ 
changed. On business between 
the Southern Pacific and the 
Central Pacific in California, die 
one-line bas i s for computing 
rates should be continued. The 
Union Pacific, if it should come 
into control of the Central Pa¬ 
cific, commits itself in advance 
to this policy. 


There will be no non-essential du¬ 
plication of facilities. But there 
will be legitimate and timely ex¬ 
pansion of facilities to meet the 
ever-increasing public demand.
